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DR. JOHN LANIGAN'S 
CAREER. “” 
PAVIA AND DUBLIN. . 
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O”s of the anniversary events of 
year which should appeal most 
strongly to Irishmen, and especially to 
those who are carrying on the fine tradi- 
tions of the Dublin g front Society, is 
the centenary of Dr. John Lanigan, 
which will occur next month. 

During the early part of last century 
Lanigan was one of the most familiar 
figures in the streets, as well as-in the 
cultured life, of Dublin. A man of 
pungent wit, to whose bearing a rich and 
varied Continental experience had im- 
parted rare dignity and suavity ; a recog- 
nised authority on ecclesiastical history, 
distinguished for his Jiberal Catholicism, 
sturdily independent and courageous, he 
was a welcome guest at every intellectual 
assembly in the Irish capital. 

it is a common saying that a man is 
known by the company he keeps, and it is 
a proof of Dr. Lanigan’s personal and 
mental qualities that he numbered among 
his most intimate personal friends such 
outstanding notabilities of the day as 
General Vallancey, Richard Kirwan, 
President of the Royal Irish Academy ; 
Archbishop Troy, Dennis Taaffe, and the 
famous Celtic scholars, William Halliday 
and Edward O'Reilly. 


ROBBED OF HIS MONEY. 


Lanigan was of quite humble origin. 
The eldest of sixteen children of a 
Tipperary schoolmaster, and born at 
Cashel in 1758, he owed the foundations of 
his education to his father, whose efforts 
were well seconded by Patrick Hare, a 
Protestant clergyman, who kept a seminary 
at Cashel, to which the boy was passed 
after his first years of training. 

He was fortunate enough to attract the 
attention of Dr. James Butler, Archbishop 
of Cashel, and through his influence 
secured a Burse in the Irish College at 
tome. He had bitter cause, however, to 
remember his first contact with the wider 
world outside his own home. On his wav 
to Rome through London he was robbed 
of his money, and was left dependent upon 
the kindliness of a priest, who afforded 
him shelter in his own house until he 
could secure the necessary remittance to 
enable him to complete his journey. 

At Rome the natural abilities with 
which he was amply endowed ripened 
rapidly, and he won distinction for his 
brilliance in theology and philosophy. He 
studied Canon Law at the Sapienza, and 
was ordained priest. Tamburini, impressed 
by his qualities, induced him to settle at 
Pavia, where he was appointed to the 
chairs of Hebrew KEcclesiastica] History 
and Divinity in the University. 


A PENNILESS WANDERER. 


In view of his later experiences, it is a 
significant fact that he refused to attend 
the Schismatical Diocesan Council, held 
at Pistora in 1786, under the presidency 
of the Jansenist Bishop, Scipio Ricci. 
Seven years afterwards he published the 
first part of his “ Instttutiones Biblica,”’ 
which is said to have been suppressed on 
account of some of the opinions which he 
advanced. Within twelve months of his 
settlement there he was created D.D. by 
the University of Pavia, and a career of 
exceptional promise was opening out be- 
fore him when his plans were wrecked'by 
the French invasion of the Duchy cf 
Milan. 

As a result of Napoleon’s descent on the 
province the whole community of the 
University of Pavia was dispersed, and 
Lanigan was converted into a penniless 
wanderer. Naturally he made for his 
native country, but on landing at Cork 
with several other Irish ecclesiastics he 
met with a very chilling reception. 

He applied to Dr. Moylan, Bishop of 
the diocese, and to Dr. MacCarthy, his 
Vicar-General, for assistance, but his 
friendship with Tamburini was regarded 
as proof of his Jansenist sympathies, and, 
in. spite of his attitude towards the 
Jausenist Conference, already mentioned, 
help was denied him. He was reduced to 
the necessity of walking to Cashel. 

The warmth of the welcome accorded 
to him at his old home by his surviving 
relatives, noo doubt, compensated in a 
measure for the frostiness of the greeting 
accorded him elsewhere, but his troubles 
were by no means yet at an end. He 
tried to secure employment in the Diocese 
of Cashel, but met with no encourage- 
ment. 

He was more successiul in Dublin, 
where, on the invitation of Martin Hugh 
Hamill, Vicar-General and Dean of 
Dublin, he became associated with the old 
Francis street chapel. He could not, how- 
ever, get rid of the suspicion of Jansenism. 
it.clung to him like a mantle, and when, 
on another turn of the wheel of fortune, 
he was nominated to the Chair of Sacred 
Scripture and Hebrew in the Royal 
College of St. Patrick, Maynooth, the 
Bishop of Cork suggested that, as a test, 
he should subseribe the formula which 
liad been drawn up for a similar purpose 
in the case of the French refugee clergy 
Wlio sought shelter in Ireland after the 
revolution.

The fixture should pro- 
vide a spectacular event never before seen 
in Ireland, and it is certain to create 
widespread interest. 


THE SHIPYARD SYMPHONY. 


The announcement that a mammoth 
White Star ocean. liner is to be built in 
Belfast has been received with very great 
pleasure all over the North. It is a 
striking tribute to Irish shipbuilding, 
while it is also a practical sign of return- 
ing prosperity... Of course, it will be some 
time before its full effect upon the unem- 
ployment problem will be observed, but 
next winter should be one of the best for 
workers. that they havé experienced for 
many years. As the work on the vessel 
progresses, many allied trades’ will 
benefit, in connection with the decora- 
tions “and fittings and furnishings, and, 
as there will be more money to spend, 
prosperity will be increased all 
The Prime Minister s prophecy, which he 
made about last Christmastide, that the 
clang of the hammer and the whirr of the 
wheels of industry would soon be heard 
in ever-increasing volume on the banks of 
the Lagan, has been completely justified, 
and no one will be more delighted than 
Lord Craigavon at such a happy develop- 
ment. 

At this time it is interesting to note 
how our friends across the Channeleare 
sometimes misled with regaz:d to condi- 
tions in Ireland. <A few years ago a 
“Special Commissioner ” arrived in Bel- 
fast from London to inquire into labour 
questions, and, to the astonishment of 
everyone, he intimated to a _ startled 
world, through a well-known journal, 
that the shipyards were ‘silent, the 
rivetters’ chorus was no more, and the 
symphony of mighty engines had ceased. 
Protests were made and _ explanations 
given, from which it appeared that the 
enterprising stranger had sailed up the 
river on a Sunday, when, of course, no 
self-respecting Ulsterman would dream of 
working unless he happened to be asleep. 
The visitor was im such a hurry that 
he had no time to make inquiries in the 
proper quarter or take another run down 
the harbour. 


RELIEF FOR FARMERS. 


The unbought tenants of Northern Ire- 
land are still pressing to have their griev: 
ances redressed. While appreciating 
what has been done recently to improve 
their condition, they demand that the 
grants in aid of relief on agricultural 
lands should be brought up to the same 
level as in England, the proportion for the 
Six Counties at present being 52 per cent. 
as compared with 75 per cent. in Britain. 
The proposals of the Imperial Govern- 
ment im connection with an amending bill 
to the Land Purchasé Act of 1925 are 
being carefully watched, and at a meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the Rate- 
payers’ and Unbought Tenants’ Associa- 
tion this week it was stated that the 
proposals as outlined were entirely in- 
adequate to meet the needs of the situation 
that has arisen. 

It is admitted on all sides that these 
tenants were treated unjustly through 
delay im the administration of the 1925 
Act, and efforts are now being made by 
both Governments to have the holdings 
conveyed to the occupiers as soon as 
possible. While Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks was in Belfast in connection with 
the laying of the foundation-stone of the 
new parliamentary buildings, he was asked 
to receive a deputation from the Associa- 
tion, but he could not see his way to do 
so, and subsequently sent along copies of 
the British proposals in connection with 
the amending of the Act, a courtesy which 
was much appreciated.

The York- 
shireman won the 
opening set at the 
fourteenth game, but 
in succeeding sets Miley gradually gained 
the ascendancy and won the next two sets 
and the match with scores of 6-2, 6-0. 

In the final Miley had a redoubtable 
player in C. W. Banks, an ex-Yorkshire 
champion, and the impetuosity of the 
home player formed a pleasing contrast to 
the calm deliberation of the Irishman. 
Banks won the first at 6-3 and Miley the 
second at 6-4. In the third set Banks took 
the score to 5-0, but by brilliant play 
Miley then asserted himself, and first 
making the scores at 5-5, he eventually 
won the set at 8-6, and with it the title. 


Churchtown and Dundrum Area.

- General ‘Vallancey then helped him to 
secure the position of assistant jibrarian, 
foreign correspondent, and general literary 
supervisor to the Royal Dublin Society. 
It was a poorly paid office. The salary 
which he received was only a guinea and a 
half per week, which was increased in| & 
1808 to £150 per annum. The appoint- 
ment, however, brought him into intimate 
touch with the literary life of Dublin, 
and thenceforth he figured actively in the 
chief local intellectua] movements of the 
period. 

Dr. Lanigan assisted Edward O'Reilly 
to establish the Gaelic Society of Dublin 
in 1808. A prolific writer, he entered 
freely into the discussion of public affairs, 
and his incisiveness as a controversialist 
was illustrated in a verbal contest with 
John Giffard on the subject of Roman 
Catholic disabilities. 


LITERARY LABOURS. 


It was in the domain oí ecclesiastical 
history that he established his strongest 
claim to recognition. His masterpiece 
was “The Ecclesiastical History of Lre- 
lend, from the first introduction of 
Christianity among the Irish to the be- 
yinning of the thirteenth century” An 
important feature of this work, which was’ 
begun in 1799, is the chronological 
sequence of biographies of the principal 
irish saints. Dr. Lanigan is credited 
with the revision and improvement of an 
edition of Alban Butler's “ Meditations 
and Discoveries’; and, of a number of 
his publications in Latin, at least one has 
attained considerable value among 
bibliophiles as a rarity. 

Under his pen-name of “ Irenmus,” he 
contributed a notable introduction to a 
book entitled “ The Protestant Apology for 
the Roman Catholic Church,” by 
“Ohristianus,”” a _ pseudonym which

Hope for Farmers. 


Yesterday a great ship was launched 
in Belfast and was named the Highland 
Chieftain. It is the second of a fleet of 
motor ships which are being constructed 
in Messrs. Harland’s and Wolff’s yards for 
Messrs. H. and W. Nelson, to ply between 
the United Kingdom and South America. 
Presiding at the gathering held after the 
launching, Mr. J. W. Kempster quoted 
some surprising statistics relative to the 
volume of Britain’s meat imports. Every 
year, he said, Britain consumes over two 
million ‘tons of beef, mutton and lamb. 
Of this vast quantity slightly more than 
half is produced at home; but no smaller 
a quantity than 700,000 tons, valued at 
nearly £30,000,000, is imported from the 
Argentine Republic. Of the chilled beef 
consumed in England, a proportion of 96 
per cent. is imported from the Argentine, 
and during the first four months of the 
present year this important part of the 
Englishman’s diet was offered at pre-war 
These give Irish 
raisers matter for thought. They reveal 
the and growing hold of the 
English market that is possessed by 
South American meat producers. Happily, 
the signs in Ireland this year 
encouraging. In the Dublin 
market recent weeks prices have 
not been high, it is true; but trade has 
been brisk. Last year, and in preceding 
years ever since the slump, sales dragged 
and beasts stood long in the pens before 
they found buyers. Nothing could be 
to the cattle 
uncertainty of sales. 
This year the demand is steady. Sales 
are sure and are quickly effected. The 
market is cleared in the day. 
Farmers realise that they must be con- 
tent with moderate prices, but they are 
sure of thase prices. Accordingly, an 
air of optimism is abroad. 

We believe that the worst years of de- 
pression are past, and that the industrious 
farmer now has nothing to fear. Burdens, 
indeed, remain, which impede recovery. 
In the Freo State the weight of taxation 
is grievous, and many a farmer is obliged

Ireland is a 
poor country, with a small reserve of 
capita] in the coffers of the average house- 
hold; and the high standard of living 
reached in the war years could not be 
maintained in times of scarcity. Grim dis- 
illusionment has taught farmers that they 
must go to work in the frugal fashion of 
long ago, and has taught labouring men 
that, if they fail to render a profitable 
day's work for a day’s pay, they will be 
committed to prolonged unemployment. 
Beside frugality, a new enterprise and a new 
adaptability are needed. Cattle-raisers 
cannot leave the grass to make them rich. 
Competition in the English markets has 
ended the easy accumulation of prosperity. 
To-day the cat‘.le-raiser must practise some 
mixed farming. We hear sometimes of 
Midland ranchers who drive their motor 
cars to the neighbourhood in which inten- 
sive cultivators work, and carry off loads 
of purchased vegetables. Town-dwellers 
complain that the trade represented by 
their petty. requirements of vegetables is 
ignored by producers who enjoy this for- 
tuitous means to sell in bulk. This state 
of affairs wil] not continue long. No 
farmer is flourishing to-day who fails to 
wring from the land the largest possible 
proportion of his own necessaries. Given in- 
dustry and determination, the farmer who 
demands no higher luxury than the land 
can afford may survive in decent ccmfort. 
If the “boom ' is gone, the depression is 
passing.

Gn Wednesday the captain 
of the ship sent out a ‘‘ wireless ” message 
asking for help, as eight stowaways were 
causing trouble. The captain asked 
specifically for a warship—a fact which 
caused much alarm—and a detachment 
of marines was despatched from 
Colombo in an auxiliary oiler of 
6,000 tons, with orders to take command 
of the Jervis Bay and to bring her 
safely into port. In a later message the 
captain announced that eight men. had 
been locked under hatches; that they had 
become dangerous, had tried to set the 
ship on fire, and were being guarded night 
and day by volitnteer passengers. This 
message served only to ‘deepen the 
mystery. If the eight insurgents had been 
merely stowaways, or even an isolated 
party of mutinous sailors, they could 
have been overpowered easily by the re- 
mainder of the crew without the help of 
passengers, and certainly without any 
necessity for the assistance of a ship of 
war. The captain’s latest message, how- 
ever, indicates that the men have been 
brought under control, and that the ship 
will reach Colombo within her scheduled 
time. Then, no doubt, the whole story 
will be told. The idea of a mutiny on a 
British ship has come to be regarded as 
almost incredible. Discipline at sea is so 
strict that trouble among crews is exceed- 
ingly rare; but it’ seems that there has 
been some disaffection among the workers 
at the Melbourne docks, and it is possible 
that the stowaways on the Jervis Bay 
were members of a strike gang who had 
sympathisers among the crew. Fortu- 
nately, as we may believe now, no damage 
has been done. 


Chang Tso-lin. 


According to telegrams from Shanghai, 
Marshal: Chang Tso-lin is dead. The 
foreign Consuls-General at Mukden were 
informed officially of his death yesterday, 
and the funeral has been arranged for 
Saturday. Information about Chinese 
affairs is so untrustworthy that one must 
accept even “‘ official ” messages with a 
certain amount of reserve; but there 
seems to be little doubt that the 
Manchurian war lord has gone to his 
ancestors. Marshal Chang Tso-lin was 
one of the most interesting of all the 
figures that have flitted across the Chinese 
stage during recent years. He was a man 
of undoubted ability, both as a statesman 
and as a leader of men, and within the 
realms of Manchuria he was supreme. 
Unfortunately, however, like so many of 
his fellow-countrymen, he was not content 
with local power. He wished to rule 
China, and to that end opposed himself to 
the great armies of the South. Man for 
man, his troops were better than those of 
any of his cpponents. He himself, 
perhaps, was a finer soldier than any of 
them. Yet he failed, because his men 
Jacked enthusiasm for the cause which he 
espoused, and he was forced eventually to 
evacuate Peking and return to Manchuria 
in the réle of a Chinese Cincinnatus. That 
curious fate, however, that seems to pre- 
side over Chinese affairs had not finished 
with the man on whom it had smiled so 
often in the past. On his homeward 
journey the train in which he and his 
suite were travelling was bombed just 
outside the city of Mukden,. and Chang 
received wounds from which he failed 
to recover. From the point of view of 
ordered government, the late Marsha! 
was probably the best of all the Chinese 
leaders. Now that he is dead, no doubt, 
another will arise in his place; but Man- 
churia will miss him, especially im view 
of the growing impatience of Japan.

It. is a gratification to us that after 
so much turmoil our land is now at peace, and 
is showing some signs of prosperity. 

“We pray that Your Excellency may have 
God’s blessing in all the labours which may 
devolve on you through your term of office. 
and that the Divine guidance may be given to

Captain Fitzroy began his duties as Speaker 

to-day. When the House met he was Mr. 

Speaker-elect, but after paying a visit to 

the House of Lords he _ returned to the 

Commons with the eatisfaction of knowing 


that the King had been pleased to approve 


the choice made by the Commons, and that 
he was now fully confirmed in his high 
position. ae 

His Majesty's pleasure was signified by the 
Tord Chancellor, and with him on the long 
seat behind the Woolsack were the Earl of 
Kintore, Lord Strachie, Lord Muir Mackenzie 
and Lord Darling, all clad in scarlet and 
ermine and wearing black cocked hats. 
Captain Fitzroy, who stood at the Bar in the 
company of the Prime Minister and a goodly 
following of members, wore black Court dress 
and a bob wig. 

The necessary formalities occupied only a 
few minutes, and presently the new Speaker 
returned to the chair in the Commons and 
entered upon his official duties by calling upon 
members who had questions. on the Order 
Paper. 

The one question of interest was that put 
by Sir William Lane Mitchell on the subject 
of Ministers’ salaries The reply of Mr. 
Raldwm—that if it was the general wish of 
the House he would be prepared to appornt a 
committee to consider the whole matter— 
rather indicates that the movement in favour 
of increased salaries for responsible Ministers 
1s at last to become something more than an 
abstract proposition. 

THE DEPUTY CHAIRMAN. 

Before the business of the day was entered 
upon, the Prime Minister moved the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Dennis Herbert, the Conserva- 
tive member for Watford, as Deputy Chair- 
man of Ways and Means, the post previously 
held by Captain Fitzroy. The Hcuse gave its 
unanimous assent, and within a few minutes 
Mr. Herbert entered upon his new office by 
taking the Chair when the House went into 
Committee on the Estimates for the Mines 
Department of the Board of Trade. 

MINING ACCIDENTS. 

Commodore King, who is responsible for 

the Mines Department, had the pleasing duty 


‘ of announcing that during the last five months 


there had been a considerable reduction in 
the number of fatal and non-fatal accidents 
in mines, the death-rate per thousand having 
fallen from 1.0 to 41.03, and the 
injury rate from 4.48 to 4.28. When 
the Minister went on to sa that 
many of the accidents were attributable 
to the carelessness, and to wilful acts of the 
men themselves, Labour members loudly ex- 
pressed their dissent, and one of them 
warmly asked whether this was a charge 
against the miners. 

Commodore King disclaimed any inten- 
tion of making a charge, but said that it 
was undeniable that men had disregarded 
‘the importance of “safety first” by climb- 
ing over machinery to save time, and that 
they ran risks by jumping off múin 
vehicles. He urged the importance o 
taking steps to prevent avoidable accidents, 
and the necessity of appointing officials who 
were fully conversant with every aspect of 
the mining industry. In the latter connec- 
tion, he said that he had set up a committee 
to inquire into the adequacy of the present 
examinations and qualifications for officials, 
under the presidency of Sir Thomas Hol- 
land, Director of the Imperial College of 
Science and Technology, and past President 
of the Institute of Mining Engineers. 

Mr. George Hall, the Labour member for 
Aberdare, moved the reduction of the vote 
by £100 as a protest against the inactivity 
of the Department in the matter of lost 
coal markets. 

Mr. Walter Runciman spoke of the neces- 
sity for research in an effort to economise 
in coal production, and make better use of 
by-products, If, he said, an expenditure of 
five million pounds was justifiable in. the case 
of the sugar-beet industry, it would be much 
more so in the case of money used to solve 
the problems connected with the coal 
industry. 

The President of the Board of Trade (Sir 
Philip Cunliffe-Lister) was alluding to the 
fact that under the new rating scheme the 
mining industry would receive three millions 
a year, when Mr. Shinwell interrupted with 
the remark that the industry was six million

PROBLEM OF RECRUITMENT. 


THE REV: W:ANDERSON’S 
SUGGESTIONS.

The following statement, containing the 
substance of his remarks made at the 
recent meeting of the Dublin Diocesan 
Synod on the subject of the supply of 
race rege SE aj Poe ny se i ge 
Training ege, en prepa 
the Rev. William Anderson, M.A., Head- 
master of Mountjoy Schoul, Dublin, in 
accordance with the request of the 
8 — | 

ere are three sources from which 
candidates for the Training College may be 


1) The Preparatory College ; 
tp The Secondary Schools ; 
(3) The Primary Schools. . 

The rreparatory college will not yield any 
candidates for some three or four years hence. 

If the students in the college be instructed 
according to the declared intention of the 
Ministry—through the medium of Irish—their 
progress in the subjects of general education 
may be »etarded, and the number of successful 
candidates from this source may fall short of 
expectations. 

he secondary schools supply some 
candidates at present, and may give an 
increased supply in the future. 

The primary schools have been the chief 
source o: supply in the past, and it is not 
unlikely that the major portion of the 
candidates will always have a primary school 
origin. They will consist of girls whose 
parents were unable to afford them a 
secondary school education, and who, although 
at the age of 16 or 17 years, have not 
advanced beyond the primary school 
standard. 

Such candidates must be provided with a 
secondary school education as a preparation 
for the Rreining College. 

In former days the standard of knowledge 
reguired at the entrance examination was not 


‘far removed from that of the best classes in 


the primary school. In recent years the 
difflerenc? has been accentuated. 

The efficiency of the schools has retrograded, 
while the difficulty of the standard required 
at the entrance examination has been 
increased, and so the guif has grown wider, 


BRIDGING THE GULF. 

During the past four or five years the 
authorities of the Training College have tried 
to bridge this gulf for some candidates who 
have bern permitted to reside in the College 
while attending preparation classes conducted 
by an outside institution, which is entirely 
independent of the College. 

This preparation has covered a period of 
three or six months, and the object of my 
remarks in the Synod was to show that a 
six months’ course was not suflicient to enable 
such candidates to reach the standard of, the 
entrance examination, and to suggest that 
new plans should be devised if such candidates 
are to be considered as serious recruits for 
the Training College. 

It is the declared intention of the Ministry 
of Education for Northern Ireland to dis- 
continue the entrance examination, and to 
seek recruits for the Training College from the 
candidates at the leaving certificate examina- 
fion. 

There are clear indications that the Ministry 
of Education for the Free State also regards 
the leaving certificate as the ideal standard 
for entzance to its Training Colleges. 

The candidates which I visualise as coming 
from the primary schools must be provided 
with an opportunity to enable them to reach 
this standard: otherwise the supply from 
this source will be completely cut off. 

Their preparation is a matter of grave con- 
cern for the Church of Ireland. 

These candidates have a standard of know- 
ledge and development which is quite 
different from the ordinary pupil in a 
secondary school, and if sent to a secondary 
school they will not be easily assimilated, 
and are likely to require classes organised for 
themselves. 

SPECIAL TYPE OF SCHOOL. 

I suggest that the Church of Ireland Train- 
ing College authorities should organise a 
special type of secondary school suitable for 
these candidates. The Ministry of Education 
may consent to recognise such a school and 
to pay the usual capitation grants on the 
pupils. 

If circumstances permit, it should be a 
boarding school, conducted within the exist- 
ing college buildings. 

Candidates, before admission, should have 
reached the seventh-class of a primary school, 
or some similar standard of education. The 
normal age on admission should be about 
seventeen years, and the normal period of 
preparation about two full school years. 

Two full-time teachers, or even one with 
occasional help in special subjects, should be 
sufficient to carry on the education of these 
classes. 

Candidates in the preparation class held 
during the past few years have paid a sub- 
stantial fee for a six months’ course of in- 
struction. Failure at the entrance examina- 
tion to the training college must have been 
& serious disappointment to such candidates, 
and each failure was, no doubt, a warning to 
others not to undertake a similar course. 

A financial scheme cannot be usefully con- 
sidered before other matters have been 
determined. 

The Candidate Teachers’ Training Fund 
may be used as a nucleus to be developed and 
extended, and it is permitted to hope that, 
if a plan containing promise of satisfactory 
results can be found, an appeal for increased 
support will bring a satisfactory response.

| DUNDALK MURDER 
CHARGE. . 


CLERGYMAN’S 
EVIDENCE.

In Dundalk Courthouse, yesterday after- 
noon, Gerard Toal, nineteen, was charged 
with having on the 16th May, 1927, murdered 
Mary Colian, the per from Kilcurry. 

Miss Callan was aged thirty-five years, and 
for two dan had been employed by the Rev. 
Father McKeone, Parish Pricet of Faughart, 
where Toal had also been employed, 

For several hours Father Me eone was in 
the witness box The girl, he said, had come 
to him in 1925, three months after Toal, who 
was a general man about the house, did the 
garden work, and looked after the motor car. 
On Monday, May 16th, 1927, when the girl 
disappeared, Father McKeone stated that 
when he was leaving by motor for Dundalk 
on his way to Dublin he saw the girl in 
the kitchen over the wash-tub. Toal drove 
the witness to the station and drove him home 
again a“ about eight o'clock. 

When they got home and found that the 
girl was absent, the witness remarked that 
Mary had not got home yet, and Toal made 
no reply. He became impatient when he saw 
the fire out, and then went through every 
room in the house, but saw nothing 
missing except the girl’s bicycle. 

At Il o'clock that night Toal locked up, 
and the witness remarked, ‘ Mary's mother 
must be sick, and she will probably be back 
in the morning,” but Toal answered nothing. 
Toal slept in an out-building, and the follow- 
ing morning the girl did not return. Father 
M‘Keone got the accused to light the fire and 
prepare some kind of a breakfast. 

yhen he returned from Mass he saw that 
the table in the diningroom had been set for 
tea on the previous evening, but there were 
several things missing. He remarked that 
Mary must have been going in a hurry when 
sne set the table like that, but Toal did not 
answer. Later he found Toal in the kitchen. 
and questioned him as to the movements of 
the girl on the previous day. 

He told the witness that Mary told him to 
be ready for dinner at one o'clock, as she was 
aoing out, that he had dinner alone. and he 
did not see her leave. The witness sent Toal 
to the girl’s home in Culloville, on the bor- 
ders of Armagh and Monaghan, but Marv’s 
mother said that she had not seen the girl, 
and knew nothing about her. Witness was 
astonished at this, and Toal was about to 
walk away when he turned nd said, in an 
undertone, ‘‘ Father, there must have been 
something wrong with Mary when she went 
away. 


THE POLICE NOTIFIED. 

On the previous night the witness had 
noticed the lock of the kitchen door fastened 
and the key myeaing| and Toal put a new lock 
on. He called on Toal, and they both made 
a search of the stables and outhouses, except 
Toal’s room, but saw nothing. On several 
occasions subsequently he questioned Toal 
about the disappearance of the girl, but he 
adhered’ to his original statements. On Thurs- 
day or Friday witness reported the matter to 
the Guards, and again on Saturday. A week 
after the girl’s disappearance he was speak- 
ing to Toal, and the accused then said, for 
the first time, that on the day that the girl 
disappeared he had seen a motor car in the 
priest's yard, but that as. he was busy he 
took no great notice of it. 

Some time afterwards the witness asked 
Toal if he had ever seen anything peculiar 
about Mary. Toal replied that one evening 
when he came to the kitchen door he found it 
closed, and on looking through the window 
he saw the girl sitting at the kitchen fire 
talking loudly to herself, and moving her 
arms and hands about. He also said that 
on another occasion when he was in the 
kitchen he saw her wringing her hands and 
talking loudly to herself. a 

Mr. Hamill—During the time that the girl 
had been in your employment did you ever 
see anything of that kind ’—Absolutely never. 
One night at 11.50 o'clock he saw a fire in 
Toal’s room, and on making inquiries Toal 
said that he was burning some papers. The 
witness insisted on going into the room, and 
saw a pile of papers on the fire. The room 
was in great disorder, but he had no sus- 
picions at the time, On the following day he 
again saw Toal burning something, a sub- 
stance like cloth. In the November. follow- 
ing he went to Toal’s room one day when 
Toal was not there, and on the lock of the 
door he saw a blanket, which was one of the 
two single blankets missing from Mary 
Callan’s bed when she disappeared. Toal 
stated that the blanket was his own. 

In March of this year ther McKeone 
stated that he made a th h examination 
of Toal’s room, and there found portions of 
a lady’s bicycle and three ladies’ watches. 
He told the witness that the bicycle parts he 
had purchased from a man named Carroll, and 
gave other explanations. 

The witness said that he did not 
believe him, that the parts were from 
Mary Callan’s bicycle, and said to Toal: 
“ I am suspicious of you for the first time 
of being responsible for the disappearance of 
Mary Callan.’’ Toal replied: “I know 
nothing about Mary Callan,” and left to walk 
into the kitchen. 

Later he said that he would tell the truth 
about the bicycle parts, and alleged that 
he had broken into Williamson’s and stolen 
them. Following a statement by Miss 
Gallagher (the new housekeeper) he took Toal 
to the barracks in Dundalk and left him 
there. 

When the witness questioned Toal later 
watch found in a box by Father McKeone was 
that belonging to Mary Callan, but Toai said 
that he had bought it from a fellow in 
Dowdallshill, who was a stranger to him. On 
the following’ day he told the witness that he 
was making arrangements to go to Canada. 
Before he left for Belfast the witness bought 
the bicycle from Toal for £2, doing this in 
order that it might be in safe keeping, the 
suggestion being that it contained parts of 
Mary Callan’s bicycle and he did not want it 
mislaid, 

During the time both were employed with 
him he had complaints from Miss Callan 
about Toal, and when he mentioned these to 
Toai and reprimanded him the accused would 
make no reply, but would go about in a 
sullen, resentful mood, and might not speak 
to the deceased for two or three months. 
The complaints were that he was not doing 
his work and that he was coming in irregu- 
larly for his meals. 

This concluded the evidence of Father 
McKeone, who was not cross-examined.

A NOVEL POSITION. 


A novel position has arisen in Dundalk 
with regard to the recent nominations for 
urban councillors. In the Seatown Ward, 
which returns seven members, only six candi- 
dates were nominated. 

Mr. Kelly protested against what he described 
as “the back-door methods adopted to prevent 
him from having a seat on the Council,” 
and called for correspondence which had 
taken place between the Town Clerk and the 
Free State Local Government ‘Department as 
to the filling of the vacant seat. 

The Accountant read the correspondence, 
which explained that only six candidates had 
been nominated; that the highest candidate 
in the same ward at the last election was 
already elected, and that the second was 
ineligible, as he did not live in the urban 
area and was not a local government elector. 
In reply the Department suggested that “in 
order to fortify himself’’ the Town Clerk 
should get a statement from the second candi- 
date (Mr. Kelly) that he did not possess the 
necessary qualifications.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 

The dead meat trade of the United 
Kingdom—in which Ireland is particu- 
larly interested—was discussed at some 
length to-day at a luncheon given after 
the launching by Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff of the Highland Chieftain, and 
reference was made to the experiment in 
killing cattle for the British, market at 
Drogheda. 

The Highland Chieftain, the\second of 
five motor vessels being built for the 
Nelson line for their refrigerated and 
general cargo trade between ‘the United 
Kingdom, Brazil and the Argentine, via 
Spain and Portugal, was named hy Mrs. 
C. M. Baldwin, wife of the London. repre- 
sentative of Messrs. Swift and Co. The 
liner is 520 feet long, with a gross tonnage 
of 14,450 tons, and accommodation for 
135 first class and 66 intermediate ‘class 
passengers, and a large rumber of 
emigrants.

THE LUNCHEON. 
Speaking at the luncheon at the Queen's 
Island Main Office, where the gnests were 
eritertained by Messrs. Harland and Weiff,

Mr. J. W. Kempster, Chairman, said that 
the total annual quantities of home-grown 
and imported meats (beef, mutton, lamb) 
available for consumption in the United 
Kingdom was over two million tons, of 
which a little over a half was home-grown, 
so that a little less than half was imported. 
Of this imported meat over 700,000 tons, or 
over 75 per cent., comes from the Argentine. 
Practically the whole of the chilled beef 
imported into this country in 1927 came from 
South America, and of this over 96 per cent. 
came from the Argentine. From January 
to April chilled and frozen beef was offered 
for sale wholesale at approximately pre-war 
prices—probably the only article of food or 
of domestic use of which the same can be 
said. 

During the whole of 1926 the average 
prices of frozen and chilled meat was only 
26 per cent. above pre-war level, and the 
quality was a high standard. A drought 
in the Argentine or a cold, wet summer in 
this country, which impairs the quality and 
quantity of home supplies of meat, but in- 
creases the desire to eat meat, and the con- 
sequent family consumption, has more im- 
mediate and direct effect upon the economic 
welfare of the British household, and in- 
directly upon the political temper of the elec- 
torate, than the whole feast of Jegislation in 
any given year, sumptuous and satisfying as 
the legislative repast may be. 

THE DROGHEDA FACTORY. 

A third of the imported meat 
country goes to Smithfield Market. 

An interesting experiment, he added, is 
being tried at Drogheda, where cattle are 
being turned into meat on a wholesale scale 
prior to export. In 1926 the total exports 
from the Argentine into Britain were 
£67,000,000, ard in 1927 the exports of meat 
alone to this country were over £29,600,000. 
The imports from Britain into the Argentine 
Republic in 1926 were £28,000,000 odd. 

He stated, in conclusion, that America had 
passed a bill to devote 50 million pounds for 
the provision of 75 per cent. of the cost of 
new ships, operated in America, to be repaid 
at 24 per cent. over a penod of from fifteen 
to twenty years. Notwithstanding this, the 
fact that shipowners were placing; orders in 
the United Kingdom showed tha: they had 
enterprise and courage. 

CHEAP SHIPS LATER. 

Mr. Baldwin, in responding to the toast, 
referred to the progress of Messrs. Swift and 
Co., the meat importing firm, which, he 
stated, employed one hundred thonsand 
ersons at their various stations and works in 
South America and Australia. With regard 
to the 50 millions to be lent by the American 
Government for shipbuilding they must not 
forget that tliose ships would have to pay 
overhead charges from the beginning, and 
he would not be surprised if shipowners 
would later be able to get some of these 
ships cheap. (Laugliter,) 

rd Suffield, responding for the Nelson 
Line, said that if the five ships that they 
ordered from Messrs. Harland and Wolff 
gave employment to Northern Ireland the 
Nelson Line was pleased that the order had 
this result. He was glad to note the signs 
of prosperity in Messrs. Harland and Wolff's 
yard, and mentioned that the firm was now 
employing 10,000 men, or 3,000 more than a 
few years ago.

CENTENARY CELEBRATIONS. 
From OUR SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Thursday. 

The centenary of the opening of St. 
Michael's Church, Blackrock, County Cork, 
has been celebrated by a series of Thanks- 
giving Services and social gatherings during 
the past week. 

St. Michael's, during the years 1828 to 
1872, was a chapel of ease to St. Fin Barre’s 
Cathedral. In 1873 it became a parish 
church, and the Rev. George Kennedy Smith, 
M.A., who had been curate-in-charge for the 
previous ten years, was appointed its first 
rector. He died in 1906, and the present 
Archbishop of Dublin (Dr. Gregg) was ap- 
pointed to the incumbency, being succeeded 
six years later by the present Dean of Ross, 
Dr. C. A. Webster, who ministered there 
until 1926, when the present rector, the Rev. 
Hedley Webster, was appointed. 

The centenary celebrations were opened by 
a Thanksgiving Service, at which the preacher 
was the Bishop of Ossory (Dr. Day). The 
clergy present included the Bishop of Cork 
(Dr: Dowse), the Bishop of Persia (Dr. Lin- 
ton), the Dean of Cork, the Archdeacon of 
Cork, the Dean of Ross, etc. 

At the presentation of the thank-offering— 
£500—the Rector was accompanied to the 
sanctuary by his churchwardens, Mr. Charles 
Jermyn and Mr. John Williams. 

The Bishop of Ossory, in the course of his 
sermon, read a message of congratulation and 
good wishes from the Archbishop of Dublin. 
Continuing, he said that in these celebrations 
they were thinking not only of the past, but 
of the future, as was demonstrated by the 
fact that they had presented to their bishop 
such a large sum as a thank-offering. It 
said much for the loyalty and generosity of 
St. Michael’s parishioners that this splendid 
amount should have been subscribed by a 
congregation that was neither very large nor 
very wealthy. Their experience, he said, 
has been that Southern Irish church people 
will always rally to their Church when their 
help is needed. 

The series of social events in connection 
with the celebrations included a garden fate 
at the rectory and a children’s gathering in 
the rectory grounds.
